H EB 7th Inftant the Ambaffador of Ve- 
nice receiv'd by an Exprefs, the Or- 
ders of the Republick touching the Dif- 
ference in a Point of Ceremony that 
happen’d between that Minifter and 

this Courtin the Chappel held at Sta. Maria Mag- 
giore on the Feftival of the Affumption of the Vir- 

in. Thofe Orders were, that he fhould demand 
Satisfaction upon the Refolution the Pope deciar’d 
to have taken, not to invite him to any publick So- 
lemnity, nor to give him Audience any more ; and 
to difpatch a Courier forthwith,if he could not obtain 
what the Senate defir’d. Notwithftanding this,the Pope 
did not think fit to caufe him to be invited totheChap- 
pel he held on the Feftival of the Nativity of the Virgin. 
Upon which the Ambaffador has made great Com- 
plaints ; and has fent away an Exprefs in all Hafte to 


acquaint his Principals with it. The Towns and 


other Communities of the Ecclefiaftical Srate, ha- 
ving’ made great Complaints of the Damage they 
fuffer'd by the Paffage which the Pope granted the 
German Troops to the Kingdom of Naples, and 
having reprefented that in feveral Places they com- 
mitted the fame Diforders as in an Enemy’s Country, 
a particular Congregation is deputed to examine the 
Memorials fent from all Parts, and to eftablith Means 
for making them Satisfaction. A Congregation has 
been held in the Governour’s Palace, about mode- 
rating the Sentence of Death pronounc’d againft the 
Marquis Scipione Santa Croce, for killing Baron Ga- 
vorti. But the Judges in criminal Affairs having 
declar’d,that the Moderation of that Sentence which is 
earneftly follicited by the Cardinals Grimani and 
Santa Croce cannot be allow’d becaufe of the Penal- 
ties exprefs'd in the Bulls againft Duellifts, this Af- 
fair remains undetermined. They write from Na- 
ples, that the Garrifon of Gaeta made a continual 
Fire from their Cannon and Mortars, with which 
they much incommoded the Germans, whofe 
Number was too fmall to carry on the Attacks 
vigoroufly. "Iwas talk’d even, that the Siege 
would be turn’d into a Blockade, at leaf unlefs 
a naval Affitance came, to cut off the Succours 
Which the Place receiv’d from Sicily. The Duke 
de Matalona has refus'd the Office of Regent of the 
Vicariat, offerd him by Count Martinitz, and fince 
given to the Duke della Celeuza. The Neapolitans 
make great Complaints, that befides the Exactions 
and extraordinary Taxes with which they are bur- 
then’d, they are oblig’d to furnith Subfiftance to the 
Cavalry reckon’d at 6000 Horfe, tho’ ’tis known 
they do not amount to Half that Number. Count 
Martinitz as Viceroy, in Order co fatisfy them, has 


demanded a Mufter-Roll of them of Count Taun; 
who has refus’d to obey, alledging he receiv’d no 
Orders but the Emperour’s. 
From the Antw. Cour. and Amft.Gaz. dated Oct.142 
Milan, Sept. 27. We have Letters from Naples of 
the 17th Inftant, which confirm chat Pefcara is fur- 
rendred to the Imperialifts, but fay the Garrifon are 
made Prifoners of War: The Duke of Atri who 
commanded in it, has obtain’d 6 Month’s Time to 
declare himielf for King Charles. Count Taun fet 
out from Naples the 17th, for the Camp before 
Gaeta, to forward the Siege by his Prefence : Two 
Baweries were perfected and had begun to fire againft 
the Place to make Breaches. 
From the Amft.Cour. and Leid.Gaz. Oct. 13. and 14. 
Vienna, O&ob. 1. This being the Birth-day of 
King Charles III, on which he enters into the 23d 
Year of his Age, was celebrated at Court with 
great Magnificence ; and on this Occafion a Con- 
cert of Mufick was perform’d in Honour of bis 
Bride the Princefs of Wolfembuttel : Whofe Marri- 
age is deferr’d to be folemnly declar’d till the written 
Confent of her Father the Duke of Wolfenbuitel, 
which is fent for, be brought hither; and till ali ché 
Preparations for that Solemnity are finifhed. In the 
mean time rich Coaches are making for her, and 
coftly Furniture for her Apartments. Our Advices 
from Naples, are, that the Siege of Gaeta goes on 
but flowly, becaufe the Enemy have the Sea open: 
But ’tishop’d fome Britith and Dutch Men of War 
are fail’d thar Way, to facilitate the Attack of the 
Place. The Archbifhop of Colocza, who came hi- 
ther from Hungary a few Weeks ago, is gone back 
to Presburg. Laft Sunday the King of Sweden’s 
Ratification of the Treaty between him and the Em- 
perour was brought hither; yet the Departure of 
Count Wratiflaw for Silefia is deferr’d from Day to 
Day. The Swedith Secretary Sternbock is expected 
here, totake on him the Care of the Swedifh Affairs 
at this Gourt during the Abfence of Baron Siralen- 
heim, who refides at Breflaw till the faid Treaty is 
executed in Silefia. Count Zobor and the Adjutant 
of Breflaw, are fet at Liberty ; having firft engag’d 
their Words not to feek any Revenge on Baron 
Scralenheim. They write from Hungary, that the 
14th of September General Rabutin pafs’d the Ti- 
bifcus at Mackva, to continue his March to Tran- 
filvania. The Malecontents of Hungary have 6000 
Men under the Cannon of Newheufei : General'Oz- 
kay who commands them, waits for a ftrong Rein- 
forcement which Count Caroli has promis’d him, 
that he may be able to make Head againft Count, 
Staremburg, who has block’d up Neutra, and pre- 
tends to do the like ro Newheufel. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated O&. 14... 
Letters from Vienna of the 1ft of this Month, itn? 
port, that notwithftanding the Archbifhop of Co« 
locza’s late ftay of fome Weeks at the Imperial 
Court, and his return to Hungary, there is.no Ap- 
pearance. 
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peatande yet of any Accommodation with the Male- 
contents, though their Deputies have obtain'd no- 
thing in Poland. faid caofe Depuries offer’d 
the Czar, thacif be would atlift them with Money 
to maincain their Liberty, taey would Ele the he- 
reditary Prince his Son for their King; bur his 
Czarith Majefty told them he would not concern 
himfelf at in their Affairs. Thefe Letrers add, 
that ic was who would fucceed the 
Prince of Salm in ihe Mistry : And chat the Impe- 
risl Courtr bad with the greacer Joy receivd Af 
furances of the bearcy Difpofirions of the Queen of 
Great Britain and the Scates General to continue the 
War, for thatthe Enemy (co fow Divifion and Dif- 
truft among the Allies) haa ic co be rumour'd 
at Vienna thac thofe two Poteniates were inclin’d to 
make a fepatare Peace. A Courier that had broughe 
from Rome an Account of the Pope’s proceeding a- 
gainft the Prince of Taxis, for putting up over his 
Palace Gate the Auftrian Arms of Spain, was im- 
mediately difpatch’'d back to Cardinal Grimani, 
with the Emperour’s Sentiments of that Affair, and 
his Refolution on the Proteft made by the Pope’s 


Nuncio againft the madaTreaty with the K.of Sweden, 


which his Imperial Majefty has commanded to be 
punctually executed, and is sderermin’d to 
againft all the Oppofitions of the Court of Rome. 


Hague, Octob. 14. ‘ A Letter, withour any Name 
fabferib’d to it, being fent lately to the Envoy. of 
this State at the Court of Vienna, he has tranf 
mitted it hither. The Writer pretends to be an 
Englifhman, and infinuates, that ir may be de-
